We do not see any factors which have 
changed our original decision to protect sources and methods 
and, at the same time, to grant access. We can be quite 
flexible about access outside normal working hours. 


In any event, we probably need to discuss this arrange- 
- ment, certainly before it threatens to become an issue.
